Rumrich has apparently decided to 
make a clean breast of his activi- 
ties in a hope of judicial clemency. 
A man of intelligence, he speaks 
calmly, straightforwardly, and with 
an excellent memory for detail. 

His testimony is given added 
weight as the trial continues by an 
imposing array of corroborative 
documentary evidence introduced 
by the prosecution. 

On Feb. 4, Rumrich testified, he 
was visited by Johanna Hofmann 
and Karl Schleuter, both Gestapo 
agents on the liner Europa. Schleu- 
ter always referred to his com- 
panion by her nickname, “Jennie.” 

Rumrich gave Schleuter copies of 
the Army and Navy Registers and 
of the Signal Corps 2 code—all 
obtained from Glaser. He testi- 


ter the code was that used between 
the United States fleet and shore 
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batteries, which code Schleuter had 
previously requested. The code is 
actually used for communication 
between army planes and ground 
officers. 


PILFERED MAILS 


Schleuter turned these documents 
over to Jennie, Rumrich declared, 


i her handbag. Schleuter said he 
| would consult his superiors in Ber- 
lin as to payment for the code. (In 
his opening remarks to the jury, 
U. 8. Attorney Lamar Hardy said 
that Jennie Hofmann had §70 on 
her for this purpose when she was 
arrested.) 

It was at this meeting with 
Schieuter, Rumrich said, that the 
spy rings contact man told of pil-

Rumrich said he thought inter- 
national mail was pretty well pro- 
tected and expressed doubt as to 
the ease with which Schleuter could 
rummage through mail sacks.

tracts out of your bag, Jennie, and 


show them to him’,” Rumrich then 
testified. 

Schleuter also asked Rumrich if 
he had yet obtained the U. S. pass- 
port blanks needed by the ring in 
order to facilitate the entry of Ges- 
tapo (German secret service) agents 
into the USS. R. Rumrich answer- 
ed that he had not. Whereupon, 
the ex-sergeant testified, Miss Hof- 
mann said she would pick them 
up on her next trip, since Schleuter 
was going on vacation for a few 
weeks. e

From Washington, this leading organiza- 
tion of the Wall Street monopolies, told the 
country that it wants—and expects—‘“a self- 
assertive, independent Congress” in January 
which will be “helpful to business.” 

The Chamber of Commerce, in short, an- 
ticipates real pickings in the event of Re- 
publican Tory victories. 

And how will such a Tory Republican 
Congress demonstrate its “independence”? 
The 5-point program, rather carefully word- 
ed, gives us the brutal prophecy— | 

“Prune government expenditures, ease 
restrictions on investments, revise the 
Wages-Hours law, revise the Wagner Labor 
Act, and revise the Social Security Law,” is 
their hope from a Tory Republican Congress. 

In short, the Chamber of Commerce looks 
hopefully for a “rubber-stamp” Congress 
which will fly in the face of the people and 
be a “rubber stamp” for the Wall Street 
monopolies. 

Let these “revisions” and “prunings” fool 
no one. They are not the “revisions” that are 
aimed to improve the life of the people. They 
are the “revisions” by which a hold-up man 
“revises” the possessions of his victim, and 
leaves him naked and penniless. The “re- 
strictions” which irk Wall Street monopoly, 
of which it expects a Tory Congress to rid 
it, are the restrictions of control which con- 
front a shake-down gangster in fleecing his 
victim. 

The pose of “compromise” with the Gov- 
ernment is shattered by the naked meaning 
of the 5-point program.
